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Superintendent position draws 37 applicants

People watched with curiosity as 
Tim Eaton backed his tmck up to the 
Casey County Board of Education 
last week. 

“What have you got there?” 
someone asked. 

“Applications,” Eaton said, smil¬ 
ing. 

Nearly 40 people “from far and 
wide” are vying to be the next super¬ 
intendent of Casey County Schools. 

Last Tuesday, at a special called 
meeting of the Casey County School 
Board, Eaton, Field Consultant with 


the Kentucky School Boards As¬ 
sociation (KSBA), handed over ap¬ 
plications for a screening meeting to 
review. 

The school board contracted with 
the KSBA to help them find a new 
superintendent when Linda Hatter 
announced in March she was retir¬ 
ing after 10 years in the position. 

At a joint meeting of the board 
and the superintendent screening 
committee last week, Eaton said he 
was surprised by the number of can¬ 
didates. 

“Em a little bit astounded,” he 
said. 

Eaton said he predicted “approxi¬ 


mately 20” candidates for the super¬ 
intendent’s position. 

“But we certainly had more than 
that,” he said. “We’ve got them from 
far and wide.” 

In actuality, a total of 37 people 
are vying for the job. 

Three of the applications were 
“incomplete” Eaton said. “For what¬ 
ever reason - they just didn’t com¬ 
plete the application.” 

With the unexpectedly high num¬ 
ber of applicants, Eaton said he was 
“a little concerned” about the dead¬ 
line which had been set for the su-

'Honor those who 
gave their lives'

A beautiful sunny day greeted about 
75 people in front of the Doughboy 
Statute on Courthouse Square Monday 
morning for the annual Memorial Day 
service. 

The service began with Sheila Cain 
singing the National Anthem followed 
by Army veteran Bennie Lawhorn, who 
gave the invocation. 

Presenting the colors were members 
of the Casey County High School Air 
Force JROTC program, which includ¬ 
ed Nora Turner, Aubrey Buis, Ryan 
Mondie, and William Carlson. 

Sgt. First Class Donald Smither 
served as master of ceremonies, intro¬ 
ducing Blaine Staat, who gave the key¬ 
note address. 

Staat, a Machinist Mate 1st Class 
in the U.S. Navy, told the crowd that 
wherever he has traveled in the world, 
veterans were there. 

“One of the things I’ve learned as a 
veteran is that no matter where I go, 
I am always in the company of other 
veterans. And there is a common bond 
of “service” shared by veterans young 
and old which transcends all branches 
of the armed forces and which includes 
them forever as part of an expanded 
family that spans the globe,” he said. 

Staat went on to tell attendees the 
story of how Francis Scott Key came 
to write “In Defense of Ft. McHenry,” 
which would later be renamed the “Star 
Spangled Banner,” the National An¬ 
them.

This year’s 
schedule con¬ 
tains nine days 
of activities, en¬ 
tertainment and 
events to cel¬ 
ebrate the fair’s 
15th anniver¬ 
sary. 

As in the past, 
the fair will be 
held at the Cen¬ 
tral Kentucky 
AG/EXPO Cen¬ 
ter, on U.S. 127, 
just south of Lib¬ 
erty. 

Fair organiz¬ 
ers are excited. 

“I think we’ve got a pretty good fair lined up this year,” 
Judith Meeks said. 

Meeks said this year’s schedule includes a mix of tradi¬ 
tional, favorite and new features. 

New events such as a Baby Crawling Contest and Wa¬ 
termelon Eating will join returning crowd pleasers such as 
Laser Tag, Rodeo and Floral Hall exhibits to round out a 
diverse agenda.

Fair President Tim Spears said he’s excited and ready for 
the fair to get here.

The Miss Teen Casey County Fair pageant, for any Ken¬ 
tucky contestants no younger than 13 by July 1 and no old¬ 
er than 15 by Oct. 31, will be held at 6 p.m. The elements 
of interview, sportswear, and long evening gown will also 
be included in this pageant.

Local kids win national contest

Not many people get to 
see multi-billionaire War¬ 
ren Buffett’s wallet, much 
less hold it. But for Sawyer 
Beeler and two cousins, 
they not only held it, they 
got $15,000 out of it. 

Beeler, 10, along with 
Kennedy Sabharwal, 13, 
and her brother Spencer 
Sabharwal, 16, competed 
in a national program called 
“Grow your Own Business 
Challenge,” part of Buf¬ 


fett’s Secret Millionaires 
Club, a web and cable TV 
animated series, starring 
Buffett, who teaches kids 
about financial literacy. 

Held in Omaha, Neb. 
on May 20, Beeler and the 
Sabharwals won the team 
competition — and the 
$15,000 grand prize as well 
as 10 shares of Berkshire 
Hathaway stock — for their 
“Kidtrepreneur Kits.” 

Chosen winners from 
among 4,000 kids nation¬ 
wide ages 7 to 16, the trio 
pitched their idea for 15 


minutes to Buffet and a 
team of judges who evalu¬ 
ated it based on its unique¬ 
ness, depth and descrip¬ 
tion, and feasibility — how 
to get the business off the 
ground. 

The concept for the kits 
combines finances and 
physical activity for kids in 
ways where they can have 
tun and make money at the 
same time.

Whitfield and McConnell 
cast it right on fishing 

From the Kentucky New Era 

Western Kentuckians can be proud of the region’s federal 
lawmakers after they sponsored legislation to halt fishing 
restrictions along the Cumberland River. 

The Freedom to Fish Act, which had unanimous support 
last week in the Senate and then passed this week in the 
House, puts a two-year moratorium on fishing restrictions 
imposed by the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers. 

This legislation was a sensible response to an overreach¬ 
ing restriction by the Corp’s Nashville District. It halts, at 
least temporarily, a plan the Corps announced last year to 
install barriers above and below 10 dams along the Cumber¬ 
land River in Kentucky and Tennessee. 

These areas, known as dam tailwaters, are prime fishing 
spots. Despite repeated attempts by Whitfield, McConnell 
and others to get a detailed explanation from the Corps, the 
federal agency stalled. It did not provide information that 
was sought to explain the need for barriers. Essentially, the 
Corps said it was a safety issue. 

As we said in another editorial last month, there’s a limit 
to how much the federal government should do to protect 
people on public lakes. Every person who climbs into a boat 
with a fishing pole accepts a degree of risk. And many Ken¬ 
tuckians who enjoy Lake Barkley and other areas along the 
Cumberland River are pretty savvy boaters. 

They don’t need the government telling them where they 
can and cannot fish, especially on public waterways. The 
two-year moratorium should give Congress and the Corps 
time to work out a reasonable solution to any valid safety 
issues. 

As Whitfield noted, “The Corps has tried rushing through 
with their plan to implement permanent restrictions without 
providing any information on their rationale for doing so. 
With the passage of this legislation, we can now work to¬ 
ward a solution that doesn’t take away one of Kentucky’s 
favorite pastimes.” 

McConnell called the legislation “great news for fishing 
enthusiasts and business owners in Kentucky.” The bill 
awaits President Obama’s signature or veto. With over¬ 
whelming support in Congress, the Freedom to Fish Act 
should become law.

The boy’s father, who 
posted this on his Facebook 
page, said he was told red 
flags were raised because 
the catalog had pictures of 
guns and knives. 

What a shocker that is! 
Photos of guns and knives 
in a sportsman’s catalog? 
The same catalog that 
Wardrip said they order 
items from for their Boy 
Scout troop. 

What if the kid had taken 
a newspaper to school with 
inserts from Wal-Mart and 
Dick’s Sporting Goods or 
Cabela’s which contains 
photos of guns and knives? 
Are newspapers and inserts 
now going to be banned 
from schools? 

It seems to me that in¬ 
stead of a reprimand, all 
the resource officer had to 
do was have a conversation 
with the boy and see why 
he had the magazine, which 
to me is fairly obvious if the 
boy’s a scout and likes out¬ 
door stuff in a magazine.

No, I can do this, I said. 

I felt confident because 
I remember seeing a “belt 
guide” sticker on the deck 
of the lawn mower when I 
was trying to pull what was 
left of the old, broken belt out 
from around the blades it had 
wrapped itself around. 

When I returned home 
with the new belt, I looked at 
the sticker and noticed it had 
faded! 


The mower had been sit¬ 
ting out in the middle of the 
yard during a couple of days 
of rain - which was followed 
by a couple of days of blister¬ 
ing sunlight. 

Now c’mon, I told myself, 
I went to college, I can figure 
this out. 

Three hours later, I finally 
crawled into the house to 
watch a youtube video on 
how to replace a lawn mower 
belt. 

That actually helped. 

Imagine my relief when I 
fired up the mower, engaged 
the blades, and saw grass fly¬ 
ing out from under the deck. 

After making a couple of 
rounds, I looked back to ad¬ 
mire my handiwork - and 
noticed the center blade was 
not turning. 

Which meant my yard 
looked like it had a series of 
mohawks. 

I drove the mower up to 
the carport and spent another 
couple of hours rerouting the 
new belt, adjusting pulleys, 
and anything else I could 
think of to make it sound like 
I knew what I was doing. 

When I finally got things 
back together, I fired up the 
mower, engaged the blades 
and - nothing. 

The blades wouldn’t turn. 

I got off the mower, looked 
underneath and saw a broken 
belt.

Old country stores are almost gone 
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Coffey's Store, a longtime business in Yosemite, was built around 
1851 and was open for 120 years. 


I have heard a mmor sev¬ 
eral times recently that a new 
Dollar General Store is com¬ 
ing to Yosemite. I hope this is 
not just a mmor. 

Years ago when I was just 
a kid, there were little country 
stores at every hoot and holler. 
I remember at least three in 
Yosemite and two in Middle- 
burg before I left the county 
for college in 1960. 

The ones I remember in 
Yosemite were Coffey’s Store, 
Short and Moore, and Ernest 
Ross’s Store, all in downtown 
Yosemite. In 1886 there were 
six general stores but the tim¬ 
ber and railroad business was 
booming in those days. 

In Middleburg we had El¬ 
liott’s Store, which we referred 
to as Sherman’s because the 
owner was Sherman Elliott. 
My father spent a lot of time 
there. (As I recall, there were 
more tales and more lies told 
around that old Warm Morn¬ 
ing stove than you can imag¬ 
ine.) We also had John New¬ 
ell’s store. In addition to his 
store, Mr. Newell ran a huck¬ 
ster wagon, which was an en¬ 
tire store on the back of a large 
farm wagon. I remember him 
calling on my grandmother 
when I was a kid and me get¬ 
ting to come aboard and mar¬ 



vel at his merchandise. 

The old country stores were 
a convenience for people who 
didn’t have cars or those who 
had to ride a horse to town. 
They were also the gathering 
places where the men stopped 
each day to gossip (yes, men 
gossip worse than women), 
play checkers, whittle, make 
deals, and pass the time of 
day before going home. 

The granddaddy of them 
all, though, had to be Cof¬ 
fey’s Store in Yosemite. Cof¬ 
fey’s Store was a longtime 
landmark business. It was 
built around 1851 by a Mr. 
McDonald. Perhaps the best- 
known merchant was Jason 
Coffey who took over the 
store in 1904 and ran it until 
his death in 1936. His daugh¬ 
ters, Maxine and Maurine, ran 
it for four years. Maurine sold 
her interest to Maxine and her 
husband, Jimmy Elliott, in 
1940. This one store building 
ran longer than any other in 
the county - 120 years. W.K. 
and Irene Frederick and Bill 


and Pauline Godbey bought 
the store when Elliott retired. 
In 1971 they moved the busi¬ 
ness to a new building across 
the road and renamed it Fred¬ 
erick and Godbey. 

Coffey’s Store sold every¬ 
thing. Did you need chicken 
feed? How about a horse col¬ 
lar? Did you need fabric, but¬ 
tons, thread, and a zipper for 
a new dress? Did you need 
a slop jar or a coal bucket? 
You could get all those and 
many more items at Coffey’s 
Store. I remember the big Red 
Goose Shoes sign that hung in 
the store where you could go 
and try on a new pair of work 


boots or Sunday slippers. If 
you needed a radio, they had 
it at Coffey’s. In the early 
1950s we bought Mom a new 
electric coffee percolator at 
Coffey’s Store. I still have it. 
The building might have been 
old and creaky and the floors 
wavy but it was a wonderland 
never to be seen again. 

I will be glad to see a Dol¬ 
lar General Store in Yosemite. 
You might not be able to buy 
a slop jar or a singletree for 
your team of horses or flour in 
sacks that could be turned into 
curtains or aprons but it will 
have a wonderland of modem 
items. Isn’t that a hoot?

On the morning of Sept. 
14, 1814, after having wit¬ 
nessed the night-long Brit¬ 
ish attack of Ft. McHenry 
just outside Baltimore, 
Md., Key penned the words 
after seeing the American 
flag flying over the fort. 
The British attack had been 
repulsed in this key victory 
in the War of 1812. 


Master Chief Charles 
Derringer, a retired U.S. 
Navy veteran, read the 
names of 117 Casey Coun- 
tians who gave their lives 
in service to their country. 
Those included 32 who 
died in World War I be¬ 
tween 1917-18, 72 from 
World War II in 1941-46, 
six from the Korean Con¬ 
flict in 1950-53, and seven 
from the Vietnam War in 


1964-73. 

DAV Ladies Auxiliary 
members Sue Gilpin and 
Mary Elizabeth Lawhorn 
placed a new wreath at the 
foot of the Doughboy Stat¬ 
ute, and the Casey County 
Funeral Squad offered a 
21-gun salute. 

The American flag was 
raised and then lowered to 
half staff by MSgt. Wayne 
Vannoy, U.S. Air Force,

Six people die on 
Kentucky roadways 
during Memorial 
Day weekend 


Six people died in six 
separate crashes on Ken¬ 
tucky’s roadways during 
the official Memorial Day 
holiday period, which be¬ 
gan at 6 p.m. on Friday, 
May 24 and ended at 11:59 
p.m. on Monday. 

Four single-fatality 
crashes involved motor 
vehicles and none of the 
victims were wearing seat 
belts. These crashes oc¬ 
curred in Campbell, Grant, 
Jackson and Whitely coun¬ 
ties. 

Two single-fatality 
crashes involved motor¬ 
cycles. Crashes occurred 
in Ohio and Pike counties. 
None of the victims were 
wearing helmets, accord¬ 
ing to a state police news 
release. 

Through May 26, pre¬ 
liminary statistics indicate 
that 214 people have lost 
their lives on Kentucky 
roadways during 2013. 
This is 78 fewer than re¬ 
ported for this time period 
in 2012. 

Of the 176 motor vehicle 
fatalities, 85 victims were 


not wearing seat belts. 

Eleven of the 20 mo¬ 
torcycle fatalities were 
not wearing helmets. The 
one ATV fatality was not 
wearing a helmet. 

One bicycle rider has 
been killed. Fifteen pe¬ 
destrians have been killed. 
One fatality involving an 
animal drawn vehicle has 
been reported. 

A total of 42 fatalities 
have resulted from crash¬ 
es involving the suspected 
use of alcohol. 

As of May 26, Ken¬ 
tucky has had 37 days 
with zero highway fatali¬ 
ties reported during 2013, 
KSP said. 

Citizens can contribute 
to highway safety by re¬ 
porting erratic drivers to 
the Kentucky State Police 
toll-free at 1-800-222- 
5555. 

Callers will remain 
anonymous and should 
give a description of the 
vehicle, location, direc¬ 
tion of travel and license 
number if possible.

Officials encourage 
donations for Oklahoma 

FRANKLIN COUNTY (Frankfort) 

- Kentucky Emergency Management of¬ 
ficials said they have learned from their 
counterparts in Moore, Okla., scene of a 
devastating tornado this week, that officials 
in Moore are becoming overwhelmed with 
unneeded donations and volunteers who 
just show up. 

Jim Garrett, Kentucky Emergency Man¬ 
agement’s volunteer and donation services 
coordinator, who works closely with the 
National Voluntary Organization Active 
in Disaster, has been participating in daily 
donations conference calls with federal and 
Oklahoma officials, and reports that relief 
officials are becoming overwhelmed by un¬ 
needed donations and self-deployed volun¬ 
teers. 

“Donations and volunteers often become 
a burden when a disaster occurs,” Garrett 
said in a state news release. “Mountains of 
used clothes and unneeded perishable food 
have to be dealt with, and that distracts from 
the recovery effort and creates additional 
costs.” 

Garret also said volunteers who just show 
up create additional issues for recovery of¬ 
ficials. 

“Most well meaning, self-deployed vol¬ 
unteers don’t realize how difficult logistics 
can be in an impacted area when they show 
up unannounced and unprepared. Lodging, 
food, equipment and assignments need to 
be coordinated through the proper chan¬ 
nels,” he said. 

“The best form of disaster donation is 
cash through a reputable and recognized or¬ 
ganization,” Garrett said. 

Senate kills amendment to end 
tobacco oop insurance subsidy 

FAYETTE COUNTY (Lexington) - 

The U.S. Senate voted 52-44 Thursday af¬ 
ternoon to kill an amendment to the Farm 
Bill that would have eliminated federal crop 
insurance subsidies for tobacco. 

“This is a big victory for Kentucky’s to¬ 
bacco growers and their families. I was hap¬ 
py to lead the fight to protect our farmers 
from another assault by Washington to go 
after our home state jobs,” said Sen. Mitch 
McConnell, R-Louisville, in a statement af¬ 
terward. 

Both McConnell and Sen. Rand Paul, R- 
Bowling Green, voted against the amend¬ 
ment. 

Kentucky burley growers lobbied against 
the cut. 

The amendment was introduced by 
Sens. John McCain, R-Ariz., and Dianne 
Feinstein, D-Calif., who said it could have 
put $333 million in savings over the next 
10 years toward the federal debt. “Should 
taxpayers continue to subsidize tobacco? I 
think the answer is no,” Feinstein said be¬ 
fore the vote. “We have to say no to tobacco 
in America.” 

Sen. Richard Burr, R-N.C., suggested be¬ 
fore the vote that if Feinstein wanted to fight 
tobacco use, she should offer an amendment 
to make tobacco illegal rather than block 
federal crop insurance for farmers. 

“The only thing this agricultural com¬ 
modity asks is let us participate in the feder¬ 
al crop insurance program,” Burr said ahead 
of the vote. “Don’t do this to a piece of the 
agriculture community ... that contributes a 
lot to this country.” 

Taylor Co. man receives 
sentence for child porn 

TAYLOR COUNTY (Campbellsvile) - 

A Campbellsville man who pleaded guilty 
to making child pornography will likely 
spend the rest of his life in federal prison for 
his crimes. 

On May 20, Tony Edwin Davis, 50, was 
sentenced to serve 110 years in prison for 
his crimes, which involved children young¬ 
er than five. 

According to a news release from United 
States Attorney David J. Hale’s office, Chief 
District Judge Joseph H. McKinley Jr. also 
sentenced Davis to a lifetime of supervised 
release, should he serve his sentence and be 
released from prison. There is no parole in 
the federal prison system. Davis pleaded 
guilty in February to a 15-count federal 
grand jury indictment. He was charged with 
making and being in possession of child 
pornography. 

According to court records, Davis co¬ 


erced two girls younger than five to engage 
in sexually explicit activity so he could pho¬ 
tograph them. The crimes were committed 
between Dec. 18, 2009, and Nov. 28, 2010, 
on 14 occasions. Davis also admitted that he 
was in possession of child pornography in 
May 2012. 

Perrye K. Turner, special agent in charge 
of the FBI in Kentucky, stated, “Davis vic¬ 
timized the most innocent members of our 
community in a horrific manner as shown 
by the sentence in this case. 

“The production of child pornography 
is activity that the FBI aggressively inves¬ 
tigates. We work together with our state, 
local, and other federal law enforcement 
partners through Project Safe Childhood to 
help stop it.” 

According to court records, the Taylor 
County Sheriff’s Office and Campbellsville 
Police Department contacted the FBI on 
Aug. 10, 2012, when a cell phone, which 
had belonged to Davis, was found with im¬ 
ages of child pornography saved on it. 

The investigation began immediately af¬ 
ter the cell phone was given to police, Tay¬ 
lor County Sheriff’s Detective Brian Pick¬ 
ard said in February. 

Pickard said Davis was serving jail time 
for unrelated crimes at the time. Someone 
he knew gave his cell phone to another per¬ 
son to use as a clock, Pickard said. When 
using the phone, Pickard said, that person 
realized there were sexually explicit photos 
stored on it and reported them to police. 

An investigation revealed that Davis 
had allegedly produced the photos himself, 
Pickard said. Cases involving the produc¬ 
tion of pornography are all referred to feder¬ 
al investigators, he said. Davis faced a mini¬ 
mum 25-year prison sentence, though he 
could have received as much as 710 years in 
prison and been ordered to pay as much as a 
$3.75 million fine. He is currently incarcer¬ 
ated in U.S. Marshals service custody. 

A representative from the U.S. Attorney’s 
Office said in February that the federal gov¬ 
ernment has contracts with many county 
jails, and it can’t be revealed where Davis is 
actually being incarcerated. A search of lo¬ 
cal jails found no results. 

Lexington man recovering 
after Oklahoma tornado 

FAYETTE COUNTY (Lexington) - 

Johnson County trucking company owner 
Chris Blair said he was concerned one of 
his drivers could be headed into a tornado 
last week outside Shawnee, Okla. 

Blair said he tried a dozen times to reach 
Steve Everett’s cellphone but there was no 
answer. Before long, a GPS tracking device 
alerted Blair something had gone “horribly 
wrong” with the tractor trailer Everett, who 
is from Lexington, was driving west on In¬ 
terstate 40. 

Everett had stopped on an overpass, with 
the intention of getting out of the vehicle 
and finding a safe spot, said Blair, co-owner 
of Blair Transport Inc. 

“Before he could get out of the vehicle, 
the wind picked the truck up and blew it off 
the overpass, blew it off the bridge and it fell 
50 or 75 feet below. There was another road 
below it and it fell on that road,” said Blair. 

Last week, Oklahoma University Medi¬ 
cal Center spokesman Dennis Gimmel said 
Everett was in critical condition. 

Everett, 44, suffered injuries to his col¬ 
larbone and spine, his wife Crystal Everett 
said Wednesday from the hospital. Crystal 
Everett said her husband underwent surgery 
and she was waiting to get more informa¬ 
tion about the extent of the injuries to his 
spine. 

She asked that people “keep us in their 
prayers.” 

Blair said initially, he had no idea that 
Everett was one of the hundreds of people 
injured earlier this week by the tornadoes. 
At least 24 deaths are blamed on the twisters 
that hit Oklahoma.. 

“We knew something was wrong,” be¬ 
cause the tracking device was showing the 
truck going in a direction “it shouldn’t have 
been going in” he said. 

Blair said he found out about the accident 
when another one of his company’s drivers 
came upon it about two hours later. 

By that time, he said, Everett, who had 
been hauling a load of plastic cups from a 
Bowling Green factory to Los Angeles, Ca¬ 
lif., was on his way to the hospital. 

Blair said his company had experienced 
only a few accidents in the last 15 years, and 
never one caused by a tornado. 

“We didn’t imagine this,” he said.

Will now 
accept glass

If one man’s trash is an¬ 
other man’s treasure, then 
the Casey County Recy¬ 
cling Center should be 
called Fort Knox, but only 
if that trash is recyclable. 

John McQueary, who 
oversees the center for the 
county, said that about 30 
people a day are stopping 
by with their recyclable 
items. 

“I meet a lot of new 
people, like those who 


move from a city to here 
and are used to recycling. 
They use recycling more 
than the natives do,” Mc¬ 
Queary said. 

Neither the city nor 
county offers curbside 
pickup so drop off at the 
center is required. 

Inside the center, giant 
cardboard boxes contain 
the various recyclable 
items such as plastics, pa¬ 
per, cardboard, newspa¬ 
pers, etc. 

McQueary said that all 
anyone has to do is drop 
off the items from 8 a.m. to 
4:30 p.m. Monday-Friday 
and personnel will take 
care of the sorting in the 
various bins. Inmates from 
the Casey County Deten¬ 
tion Center work at the 
center under McQueary’s 


direction. 

Also, McQueary said 
that whereas the center 
wasn’t accepting glass, he 
was able to work out an ar¬ 
rangement to take glass. 

Cardboard and plastics 
are heavily recycled as 
well as metal cans. 

“We can take all metal 
cans but not hazardous 
waste like paint in cans. 
But if the paint in those 
cans is dry, we can take 
it,” he said. 

As far as cardboard, the 
cardboard roll from toi¬ 
let paper and paper towel 
rolls are also recyclable. 

McQueary said that sev¬ 
eral businesses around the 
county use shredders and 
bring in the shredded bits 
of paper. Copy paper is 
also recyclable. 


But what isn’t recycla¬ 
ble is household garbage 
such as paper plates and 
styrofoam cups. 

McQueary said he en¬ 
courages people to start 
recycling and help keep 
these items out of land¬ 
fills. 

“We’re stewards of this 
land that God gave us and 
if we don’t do something 
then our grandchildren 
will have to,” he said. 

The center also accepts 
large furniture items such 
as sofas and mattresses but 
charges a small fee to dis¬ 
pose of them. Check with 
the center and ask about 
prices, which McQueary 
said can run from $5 for 
a TV to $20 for a mattress 
or box springs.

Focusing on education 


As we put another school 
year behind us - and as 
parents wait for the inevi¬ 
table cries of “I’m bored” 
in the not-too-distant fu¬ 
ture - now is a good time 
to take a closer look at all 
of the good things going 
on academically. 

Over the long term, per¬ 
haps the best news came 
out of a 2012 Harvard 
study, which showed Ken¬ 
tucky tying for fifth among 
the states when measuring 
the gains our students have 
made over the last 20 years 
in math, reading and sci¬ 
ence. 

That study relied on 
scores from the National 
Assessment of Educational 
Progress, which gives what 
is commonly referred to as 
the “nation’s report card.” 
A December comparison 
of the NAEP scores shows 
Kentucky placing fourth 
among the states in fourth 
grade science; 11th in 
fourth grade reading; 13th 
in eighth grade reading; 
and 17th in eighth grade 
science. 

According to the Ken¬ 
tucky Department of Edu¬ 
cation, our high schools 
are making strong strides 
as well. It reported in Feb¬ 
ruary that the number of 
graduating students con¬ 
sidered college and career 
ready jumped from 38 to 
47 percent in a single year. 
That translates to 4,500 
more students who are bet¬ 
ter prepared to tackle the 
world. 

More high school stu¬ 
dents are excelling in Ad¬ 
vanced Placement courses, 
too, which provide college 
credit for those who earn at 
least a three out of a pos¬ 
sible five on the final exam. 
More than 12,000 students 
took these exams in 2012, 
which was 75 percent more 
than took them in 2007. 
About half of the students 



passed last year. 

In January, meanwhile, 
Education Week put Ken¬ 
tucky 10th among the 
states when measuring 
student achievement, aca¬ 
demic standards, school 
finances and the quality of 
our teachers. That ranking 
is two dozen spots higher 
than it was in 2011. 

That success is continu¬ 
ing at the postsecondary 
level. Recently, the state’s 
Council on postsecondary 
Education said that our 
public and private colleges 
and universities were on 
track to award more than 
61,000 certificates and 
degrees this school year. 
That’s a slight decrease 
from 2011-12, but still far 
better than what we saw a 
decade ago. 

Since then, associate de¬ 
grees have risen by more 
than two-thirds; bachelor 
and Ph.D. degrees are both 
up a third; and professional 
doctoral degrees are up by 
more than half. 

Interestingly, a recent 
comparison between Ken¬ 
tucky and 15 other south¬ 
ern states shows we do a 
great job when focusing 
on professional doctoral 
degrees, which primarily 
cover the law and health¬ 
care fields. Only one state 
produced more dentists 
than Kentucky in 2010-11, 
for example, and just two 
produced more attorneys. 

A lot of credit for all of 
the gains our students have 
made goes, of course, to 
our teachers, and that work¬ 
force also gets high marks. 
Early this year, we learned 
that only six states had a 


higher number of teachers 
earn the prestigious Na¬ 
tional Board Certification 
in 2012, and a 2007-08 re¬ 
view found that there are 
only six states as well that 
have a higher percentage 
of teachers with a master’s 
degree. 

During the 2012 and 
2013 legislative sessions, 
the General Assembly ad¬ 
opted several notable laws 
that will help us succeed 
even more in the future. 
That includes initiatives 
to raise the high school 
dropout age from 16 to 18 
- a process that will begin 
when 55 percent of the 
school districts sign on - 
and giving schools the op¬ 
portunity to make signifi¬ 
cant changes if they think 
it will boost scores. We 
also streamlined career and 
technical education; laid 
the groundwork for a state¬ 
wide evaluation system for 
teachers; and offered more 
financial help to students 
graduating early. 

Education is one area 
where there is always room 
for improvement, and while 
that is what we all strive 
for, it is good every so of¬ 
ten to step back and see 
just how far we have come 
in a relatively short amount 
of time. That is worth cel¬ 
ebrating as one school year 
ends and, just about two 
months from now, another 
is set to begin.

The Lady Rebel softball 
team brought home their first 
district tournament trophy 
since 2005; unfortunately, it 
was not quite the trophy they 
had their sights set on. 

The team fell in a heart 
breaking 4-3 loss to Rockcas¬ 
tle in the 47th District Tourna¬ 
ment last Wednesday at Som¬ 
erset High School’s field. 

“This is the kind of the 
game you want the district 
championship to be. You just 
want it to be on your side,” 
said Coach Biyan Cross. “We 
played hard and we tried our 
best. If they leave it on the 
field that’s all you want and 
they did that, which is why 
they’re all hurting right now.” 

Rockcastle, the lowest 
ranked team in the tourna¬ 
ment, defeated the number 
one ranked team of Somerset 
in their opening game to ad¬ 
vance to the championship 
while Casey had overthrown 
the number two seed of Pu¬ 
laski County. 

“We watched the Somerset 
(vs. Rockcastle) game and 
they came out and hit the ball 
on Somerset right away and 
they kept it up,” Cross said. 
“It was really similar to our 
game (against Pulaski). Your 
three and four seeds got out on 
your one and two seeds.” 

District Tournament 

The championship game, 
originally scheduled for Tues¬ 
day evening, was moved to 
Wednesday after rain post¬ 
poned play. This was Casey’s 
first time competing for a dis¬ 
trict title since becoming a part 
of the 47th District in 2006. 

The championship title 
came down to the final out. 
Casey had runners on sec¬ 
ond and third in the bottom 
of the seventh and trailed by 
one with two outs. However, 


Rockcastle’s pitching won out 
as final batter Allison Clark 
shuck out to see the game end 
4-3. 

The game was close 
throughout with neither team 
putting up mns in the first 
inning. Rockcastle had two 
runners on in the second from 
base on balls before Casey got 
the first out. 

Pitcher Amber Wesley 
shuck out the next batter for 
two outs, but the following 
Lady Rocket connected. An 
error when throwing to first al¬ 
lowed runners to advance fur¬ 
ther and Rockcastle picked up 
the first two runs of the game 
to take the lead. 

Casey was never able to 
gain the lead or tie the game. 
In their next turn at bat, Wes¬ 
ley led off and got out at first. 
Senior Tia Smith had a solid 
hit and later stole second, 
but Makayla Clements saw 
Casey’s second out. Mariah 
Richardson also connected, 
but was out at first to end the 


inning before Smith could 
make it in for the team’s first 
score. 

Rockcastle picked up a 
third mn in the top of the third 
to go up 3-0. 

Abby Cravens made it to 
first as Casey’s first batter of 
the inning. After stealing sec¬ 
ond and third, senior Raven 
Clements hit her in to earn the 
first Lady Rebel mn. 

The game stood 3-1 to start 
the fourth inning. Rock had 
three up, three down in the 
top. Smith hit a double to start 
the bottom and managed to 
steal both third and home to 
make the score 3-2. 

Rockcastle started the fifth 
inning with a double when 
the throw to first was missed. 
The next three batters brought 
the necessary outs to end the 
inning, but not before the run¬ 
ner made it home to bring the 
score to 4-2. 

Casey’s three lead-off bat¬ 
ters connected, but Rockcastle 
fielded well and brought force 


outs with no one getting on 
base, ending the fifth inning. 

The score held steady 
through a fairly quick sixth 
inning. Two strikeouts from 
Wesley and a catch by Smith 
brought three Rockcastle outs. 
Casey got two runners on base 
but an out at third ended the 
inning. 

Rockcastle again saw three 
immediate outs in the top of 
the seventh. Wesley shuck out 
the lead batter while the next 
was thrown out at first. Raven 
made a center field catch for 
the third out. 

Trailing by two, Richard¬ 
son started the bottom of the 
seventh with a hit to left field 
but was thrown out at first. 
Cravens followed with an¬ 
other hit and safely made it to 
first. Kyra Eads advanced her 
to second while getting on first 
herself. 

Cravens and Eads both ad¬ 
vanced on steals during Ra¬ 
ven’s turn at bat; however, a 
foul catch put Raven out and 


brought the second out of the 
inning. 

Christin Terry hit a double 
that sent Cravens home and 
brought the score to 4-3. Teny 
was on second and Eads on 
third when Clark’s turn at bat 
came up. However, Rock¬ 
castle’s pitcher’s game was 
on and she sfruck out Clark 
before Eads had the chance to 
tie the score.

“We didn’t play our best 
game of the year but we 
played hard,” Cross said.

If it didn’t 
hurt I’d think there was some¬ 
thing wrong with you, but 
we’ve got to bounce back and 
get ready for regional.” 

Eads, Terry and Wesley 
were all named to the 47th 
District All-Tournament team. 


Regional Tournament 

The Lady Rebel season 
came to an end on Memorial 
Day afternoon when Casey 
lost in their opening round of 
the 12th Region tournament to 
East Jessamine, 11-1. 

It was Casey’s first appear¬ 
ance in the tournament since 
2005. 

“(Assistant Coach Ashley 
Shugars) was a sophomore in 
high school the last time and 
these girls were 8-to 9-years- 
old the last time we went,” 
Cross said, emphasizing how 
proud the team should be 
of their post-season perfor¬ 
mance. 

“A lot of them had never 
played before and for them to 
have come as far as they have 
is them, not me,” he said. 

The loss ends Casey’s 2013 
season. After going 3-19 (0-7) 
in 2012, the Lady Rebels not 
only claimed the 47th District 
runner-up title but had a record 
of 9-19 (3-5).

Four senior athletes were 
honored at the team’s final 
home game held on May 14 
against Adair County. 

Raven Clements is a four- 
year member of the team and 
she plans to attend Eastern 
Kentucky University (EKU). 

Bobbi Robinson, a first 
year softball player, was also 
a three-year cheerleader. 
The daughter of Beverly and 
Marty Robinson, she plans to 
attend EKU and major in oc¬ 
cupational therapy. 

Tia Smith is the daughter of 
Melody and Tony Smith. The 
four-year softball player plans 
to attend Somerset Commu¬ 
nity College. 

Serena Spoonhour par¬ 
ticipated in her first year of 
softball and was a two-year 
volleyball player. She plans to 
attend Somerset Community 
College and major in nursing.

After collecting eight 
top team finishes through¬ 
out their regular season, 
the Casey County athletes 
had a strong showing at the 
state level, leaving head 
coach Jon Vaughn pleased 
with his team and excited 
about their future. 

“I believe we have some 
of the hardest working 
athletes and this is going 
to make them champions 
someday,” Vaughn said. 
“This team has proven that 
they will be very success¬ 
ful in future years.” 

The middle school state 
competition consists of 
schools from all classes, 
as opposed to the high 
school level, which has 
three class sizes. Any and 
all schools across the state 
with a middle school pro¬ 
gram compete at the same 
level. The boys’ team fin¬ 
ished 36th among the 57 
scoring teams. The girls 
placed 21st out of 57 scor¬ 
ing teams. 

Boys 

Eighth grader Collin 
Miller was the top finisher 
for the Rebels. He cleared 
9’6” in the pole vault to 
finish third. 

“He was able to qualify 
for the high school state 


meet last week, and if he is 
able to vault to his ability 
next year, he will probably 
place very well in high 
school,” said Vaughn. 

Miller also competed in 
the 100-meter, 200-meter 
and long jump. He finished 
12th in the long jump with 
a distance of 16’11”. 

First year track athlete 
Jake Smith took eighth in 
the triple jump with a dis¬ 
tance of 34’1.25”. He also 
tied for 10th in the high 
jump after clearing 5’2”.

Girls 

Brenna Hayes was 
Casey’s top finisher at the 
state meet when she threw 
34’11.5” to take second in 
the shot put. 

“Coach (Rex) Rader has 
done a great job working 
with Brenna and the other 


throwers in preparing them 
for this type of competi¬ 
tion,” Vaughn said. “Bren¬ 
na is just in sixth grade and 
will probably be a repeat 
state champion in the next 
two years.” 

Hayes also competed 
in the discus and finished 
25th. 

Seventh grader Jadrian 
Couch was seventh in the 
long jump with her dis¬ 
tance of 14’7.5”. Couch 
competed for the high 
school team throughout the 
season, primarily as a hur¬ 
dler. She finished ninth in 
the 300-meter hurdles in a 
time of 53.43 and 13th in 
the 100-meter hurdles in a 
time of 18.08. Couch also 
ran the 100-meter dash. 

“(Couch) is destined 
to be one of our best all- 
around girl athletes,” said 
Vaughn. “Jadrian is a very 
hard worker and also very 
smart on the track.”

Car¬ 
man competed in the triple 
jump. 

Jenna Vaughn, who 
was highly competitive 
throughout the entire mid¬ 
dle school season, fell short 
of her best time in the mile, 
but still placed 30th among 
a field of 68 runners. The 


sixth grader ran 6:06.30 on 
Saturday. Her best time of 
5:55.53 ranked her third in 
the state among sixth grade 
girls, according to Vaughn.

Unable to partake in 
the state competition but 
contributing to the sea¬ 
son awards were Mitchell 
Duggins, Natalie Dug¬ 
gins, Abby Vaughn, Cierra 
Hogue, Jordan Hogue, 
Nicholas Goldade and Dal¬ 
las Chadwell. 

Vaughn was grateful 
for his first head coaching 
experience with many of 
the runners and is now fo¬ 
cused on his first season as 
Casey’s varsity cross coun¬ 
try coach. 

“I am now focused on 
cross country and see a 
very bright immediate fu¬ 
ture with both the girls and 
boys teams,” he said. 

Open cross country prac¬ 
tice will begin June 3 at 8 
a.m. at the track for new 
and experienced runners.

■ Continued from front 
home from school and in¬ 
stead of sitting around, it 
will get them outside and 
make money,” Beeler said. 

When a kid registers on 
the Kidtrepreneur Kits Web 
site, for a small monthly 
fee he receives a newsletter 
and other items outlining 
various ways to be creative 
in getting a job and making 
money.

perintendent search. 

The school system is hop¬ 
ing to announce a new super¬ 
intendent by June 10. 

Eaton brought copies of 
all 37 applications for each 
screening committee. 

Eaton said each member 
was obligated to give care¬ 
ful time and consideration to 
each application. 

“That’s only fair to the ap¬ 
plicants,” he said. “But that’s 
less than 48 hours - to review 
all these applications.” 

After brief discussion, the 
committee committed to the 
task. 

The number of applicants 
is expected to be narrowed 
when the screening commit¬ 
tee meets Thursday to make 
recommendations and turn 
all files and notes over to the 
school board. 

Eaton explained the com¬ 
mittee reviews and recom¬ 
mends, yet the board “is who 
hires” a new superintendent. 

Interviews for candidates 
are scheduled for June 4. 

Casey County School 
Board Chairman Ken Coff¬ 
man suggested the board 
hold a “working session” to 
discuss several issues before 
a definitive decision is made. 

Board Member Dr. Mi¬ 
chael Turner said the contract 
for the new superintendent 
needs to be more than one 
year in length “to show our 
commitment.” 

Marilyn Coffey, the board 
member chosen to serve on 
the screening committee, said 
she would prefer the new su¬ 
perintendent reside locally. 


“I think the taxpayers de¬ 
serve someone who lives in 
the county,” she said. 

She said a superintendent 
should be accessible, avail¬ 
able and able to “attend func¬ 
tions” and participate in the 
community. 

“They can’t do that if they 
don’t live here,” she said. 

Coffman said residency 
may be discussed during the 
interviews. 

Eaton said although confi¬ 


dentiality is “very important 
and essential,” the process 
will be conducted with trans¬ 
parency and accountability to 
the public. 

The screening committee 
is presently in the process of 
narrowing the field of candi¬ 
dates in order to begin exten¬ 
sive reference checks. 

A list of an estimated 10 
candidates is scheduled to be 
presented to the board by next 
week.

Officials are attempting to 
determine what caused damage 
to equipment at two county fa¬ 
cilities. 

Judge/Executive Ronald 
Wright said extensive damage 
occurred to electrical equipment 
at the Casey County Road De¬ 
partment and the Casey County 
Recycling Center, located on 
Ky. 70 West, on Saturday, May 
18. 

“We’ve got quite a bit of ma¬ 
jor equipment problems down 
there,” he said. “I don’t know 
if it was a power surge or what¬ 
ever,” he said. 

Wright said “just about every¬ 
thing electrical” in both build¬ 
ings was damaged. 

“Computers, copiers, radios, 
phones - it just fried them,” 
Wright said. 

A sign-making machine and 


baler was spared, he said. 

Wright said the county has 
been in contact with insurance 
agents in attempt to determine 
what caused the incident and to 
place a monetary amount on the 
damage. 

Ironically, the Casey County 
911 Center - at the same loca¬ 
tion - suffered no electrical 
damage. 

The incident occurred on 
the same day of a fire which 
destroyed the adjacent Goose 
Creek Candle Co. 

“We don’t know if that had 
anything to do with it or not,” 
Wright said. 

“It’s nobody’s fault really,” he 
said of the damage at the county 
facilities. “There’s nothing any¬ 
body could have done about it.” 

At presstime, both facilities 
were continuing operations, and 
some of the damaged devices 
had been repaired.
